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REPORT 

OF  THE 


GENERAL  COMMITTEE  OF  GOVERNORS 

OF 

ST.  LUKE’S  HOSPITAL, 

FOE  THE  YEAE  1871. 


To  the  Court  of  Governors  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

In  submitting  their  Eeport  for  1871,  your  Committee  have 
to  state,  that  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  they  took  into 
consideration  the  advisability  of  altering  the  Eules  for  the 
Admission  of  Patients,  which  had  become  necessary  in  con-  ■ 
sequence  of  the  New  Scale  of  Charges,  and  that  they  have 
adopted  the  following  Eules,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of 
the  Court,  viz. : — 

1.  — A  Committee  of  Governors  assembles  at  the  Hosjiital  every  Friday 

Morning,  at  Eleven  o’clock  precisely,  for  the  purpose  of  consider¬ 
ing  applications  for  the  Admission  of  Patients ;  but  urgent  cases 
are,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  admissible  during 
the  week, 

2.  — All  Insane  Persons  whose  friends  capnot  afford  to  make  any  pay¬ 

ment,  are  eligible  for  admission  free,  except  Chronic  cases,  and 
the  following,  ivTio  are  inadmissible  under  any  circumstances : — 

A.  — Persons  in  regular  receipt  of  Parochial  Relief,  or  who,  in  the  opinion 

of  the  Committee,  are  proper  objects  for  it. 

B.  — Idiots,  Persons  suffering  from  Epilepsy,  from  certain  forms  of 

Paralysis,  from  Infectious  Disease ;  being  pregnant ;  in  a  condition 
which  threatens  a  speedy  dissolution  of  life ;  in  a  dirty  state,  or 
unprovided  with  the  requisite  Clothing. 

3.  — Persons  who  have  been  Insane  for  Twelve  Months,  or  whose  cases 

are  considered  by  the  Committee  to  be  Chronic,  can  only  be 
admitted  on  payment. 

4.  — The  amount  of  pa^^ments,  in  all  cases,  will  be  arranged  by  the 

Committee. 
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The  following  is  the  Scale  of  Charges,  viz.  : — 

Curable  cases,  not  admissible  as  Free  Patients,  are  admitted  at  14s., 
21s.,  and  30s.  respectively. 

Chronic  cases  are  admitted  at  21s.  and  30s.  per  week. 

Uncured  cases,  viz.,  those  who  have  been  one'year  in  the  Hospital,  may  be 
transferred  to  the  14s.,  21s.,  or  30s.  lists,  according  to  circumstances. 

Your  Committee  have  to  report  that  these  alterations  have 
afforded  the  most  satisfactory  results,  the  receipts  from  the 
Patients  showing  a  considerable  increase  even  over  those  of 
the  previous  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  Table  : —

Of  the  total  amount  received  during  the  past  year,  viz., 
£4,862.  5s.,  £748.  6s.  was  at  the  rate  of  14s.  per  week, 
and  £244.  10s.  at  30s.  per  week,  in  accordance  with  the  New 
Scale,  showing  that  the  alterations  in  these  rates  have  been 
appreciated  by  the  classes  for  whom  they  were  instituted. 

The  Benefactions  and  Legacies  during  the  past  year  only 
amounted  to  £160.  17s.,  against  £702.  2s.  5d.  in  1870,  and  the 
Annual  Subscriptions  to  £160.  7s.,  against  £184.  12s,  in  1870. 
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Whilst  the  Eeceipts  from  the  Patients,  as  stated  above,  ex¬ 
ceeded  those  of  last  year  by  £115.  12s.,  your  Committee  have 
also  to  report  that  the  Expenditure,  which  had  been  reduced  by 
£1,007.  in  1870,  hasthisyearbeen  further  reduced  by  £200. 14s.  5d. 
Notwithstanding  these  results,  which  show  that  the  present 
system  of  administration,  and  the  New  Eules  for  the  Ad¬ 
mission  of  Patients,  have  been  productive  of  great  benefit, 
your  Committee  regret  to  have  to  report  that  partly  from  the 
high  price  of  provisions,  and  the  large  amounts  spent,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Ofiicers,  on  the  dietary  of  the  sick,  but 
more  especially  in  consequence  of  the  unexampled  falling- off 
in  the  Benefactions,  Donations,  and  Legacies,  they  were 
obliged  to  have  recourse  to  a  Loan,  to  discharge  liabilities 
incurred  in  1870  ;  they,  therefore,  now  earnestly  appeal  to  the 
Governors  to  make  known  the  claims  of  this  Charity,  and  to 
use  their  best  endeavours  to  induce  their  friends  to  enroll 
themselves  as  Governors,  and  give  the  Hospital  the  benefit  of 
their  experience  ;  they  would  thus  not  only  contribute  most 
materially  to  the  prosj)erity  of  the  Institution,  but  enable  the 
Committee  greatly  to  extend  the  benefits  which  it  daily  confers. 

Your  Committee  have  further  to  report  that  the  Eev.  T.  H. 
Cole  resigned  the  Office  of  Chaplain  and  Secretary,  on  the 
26th  May  last,  and  your  Committee  having  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  Union  of  the  two  Offices,  decided  to  return  to  the 
original  system  of  appointing  a  separate  Officer  to  each  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  they  accordingly  ai^pointed  Mr.  George  Seymour  to 
the  Office  of  Secretary,  on  the  16th  of  June,  and  the  Eev. 
T.  C.  Webster,  M.A.,  to  that  of  Chaplain,  on  the  30th  of  the 
same  month. 

Amongst  the  improvements  effected  during  the  past  year,  your 
Committee  have  to  report  that  all  the  ceilings  of  the  large  Wards, 
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of  the  Laundry  and  of  the  Middle  House,  have  been  whitewashed ; 
a  new  Dining  Eoom  has  been  provided  for  the  Female  Attend¬ 
ants  ;  and  a  Drying  Closet,  heated  by  steam,  attached  to  the 
Laundry.  The  Billiard  Eoom  has  been  greatly  improved  by 
the  Walls  having  been  decorated  in  Colors,  hung  with  Pictures, 
and  the  Table  thoroughly  put  in  order,  new  sets  of  Balls,  Cues, 
and  Furniture  having  been  provided  ;  and  a  bright  and  cheerful 
Amusement  Eoom  now  exists  as  a  change  from  the  Wards,  and 
is  a  source  of  great  amusement  to  the  Patients,  who  make  good 
daily  use  of  it.

of  St.  LuMs  Hospital. 

My  Lords,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Medical  Staff  have  the  honor  to  submit  their  Annual 
Report  of  the  Hospital,  to  which  are  added  the  Statistical 
Tables  for  the  year  1871,  affording  the  usual  information 
regarding  the  Patients  who  have  been  admitted,  discharged,  or 
died  during  the  year. 

In  the  past  year,  69  Patients  have  been  admitted  ;  97  have 
been  discharged,  and  9  have  died ;  thus,  the  admissions  have 
been  less  by  51 ;  the  discharges  more  by  14,  and  the  deaths 
more  by  4  than  in  1870. 

On  the  first  of  January  of  the  present  year,  132  Patients 
remained  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital,  classed  as  : —

The  average  number  of  Patients  resident  per  week  has  been 
51  males,  and  93  females,  making  a  total  of  144. 

Of  the  106  discharges,  there  were  removed,  before  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  their  year  of  treatment,  10  Patients,  at  request  of 
their  friends,  and  8  as  unfit  to  remain  in  the  Hospital.  Out  of 
the  remaining  88  Patients,  48  v^ere  discharged  as  cured ;  thus 
giving  the  percentage  of  cures  as  54-54  on  the  discharges  in 
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comparison  with  previous  years.  Tins  percentage  is  considerably 
below  that  usually  recorded,  but  this  is  no  doubt  in  some  mea¬ 
sure  due  to  the  restrictions  which  it  was  found  necessary  to 
impose  during  the  epidemic  of  Small  Pox  upon  the  admission 
of  those  cases  from  which  our  recoveries  are  usually  derived. 

The  general  health  of  the  Patients  during  the  year  has  been 
good,  and  there  has  been  but  very'^little  illness  of  any  kind. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  great  anxiety  was  naturally  felt 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  Small  Pox  epidemic,  and  this 
more  particularly  as  it  existed  with  especial  severity  in  our  own 
immediate  neighbourhood.  It  was  decided  that  every  Patient 
and  Servant  in  the  Hospital  should  be  vaccinated,  which  was 
carefully  carried  out  by  Dr.  Yarrow.  At  the  same  time  all  con¬ 
tact  with  the  neighbourhood  was  avoided  as  far  as  possible.  No 
Patient  was  admitted  unless  recently  vaccinated,  and  the  visiting 
of  the  Patients  by  their  friends  was  suspended  until  the  disease 
had  greatly  abated.  Owing  to  these,  and  very  careful  sanitary 
measures  which  were  carried  out,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  that  only  one  case  of  the  disease  occurred  amongst  the 
Patients,  and  this  one  was  in  a  female  Patient  on  the  chronic 
list  of  very  weakly  habit.  The  attack  was  of  a  very  severe 
form,  and  unfortunately,  resulted  fatally.  The  source  of  con¬ 
tagion  could  not  be  traced.  Two  of  the  female  attendants  who 
had  been  in  close  attendance  on  the  Patient  having  been  sent 
into  the  country,  these  developed  the  disease  in  a  very  mild 
form.  A  few  months  afterwards  one  of  the  junior  male  atten¬ 
dants  on  exhibiting  the  early  symptoms  had  to  be  removed  from 
the  Hospital ;  but  hax3pily  with  the  exception  of  these  cases, 
we  have  been  quite  free  from  the  disease. 

Various  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  past  year  in  the  building  and  its  wards,  rendering 
them  more  comfortable  and  cheerful.  A  large  number  of 
colored  prints,  the  chief  of  which  were  kindly  presented  to  the 
Hospital  by  Sir  James  Tyler,  have  been  framed  by  a  Patient, 
and  hung  chiefly  in  the  wings  and  their  dining-rooms,  and  bed¬ 
rooms,  and  have  greatly  added  to  their  cheerfulness.  Several  of 
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the  old  wooden  bedsteads  have  been  replaced  by  modern  iron  ones. 
All  the  ward  Bed-rooms  are  now  supplied  with  wash-hand  stands 
and  their  appliances,  and  the  practice  of  washing  in  the  stone 
floored  Lavatories  has  ceased.  The  male  attendants  having 
been  provided  with  a  commodious  Dining-room  in  the  unused 
gallery,  the  room  in  the  upper  wing  which  they  used  for  the 
purpose,  has  been  fitted-up  as  a  five-bedded  room,  thus  increas¬ 
ing  the  male  accommodation,  and  also  making  a  nice  bright  and 
airy  room  for  the  purpose.  During  the  summer,  several  of  the 
Bedrooms  have  been  painted,  this  has  afforded  good  work  and 
amusement  for  some  of  the  Patients.  In  the  B  Ward  a  new 
carpet  has  been  laid  down,  and  altogether  the  general  cheerful¬ 
ness  of  the  building  greatly  increased. 

The  Male  and  Female  attendants  have  been  relieved  of  the 
dirty  washing,  which  often  withdrew  them  for  lengthened  periods 
from  their  duties  in  the  wards.  Other  means  have  now  been 
provided  by  additions  to  the  machinery  of  the  Laundry,  and  the 
alteration  has  been  found  to  have  a  very  beneficial  effect. 

The  use  of  the  Visiting-room  as  a  Dining-room  for  the  Female 
attendants,  was  found  to  be  extremely  inconvenient  on  account 
of  its  being  required  for  Patients  waiting  for  admission,  as  well 
as  for  persons  calling  to  make  enquiries,  or  to  pay  visits  to  the 
Patients.  The  room  formerly  used  as  a  Dining-room  on  the 
basement  in  the  female  side  of  the  building  has  been  refitted, 
and  is  now  used  instead,  thus  leaving  the  Visiting-room  free  at 
all  hours  for  its  proper  use. 

The  attendance  of  the  Patients  at  Chapel  has  been  very  good 
during  the  year,  and  has  averaged  168  per  week,  63  males  and 
105  females.  At  Midsummer  the  Eev.  T.  0.  Webster,  com¬ 
menced  his  duties  as  Chaplain,  since  which  time  there  has  been 
daily  service  in  the  Chapel,  and  an  additional  second  service 
on  Sunday.  The  Chapel  has  been  in  regular  use  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  the  large  Central  Mural  Painting  of  the  “  Eesurrection,” 
presented  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Vernon,  which  has  completed  the 
design. 
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Tlie  year  1871  sliews  many  alterations  made  in  the  Wards 
and  Building  for  the  comfort  and  recreation  of  the  Patients ; 
yet,  there  are  still  portions  of  the  building  to  which  we  would 
draw  your  attention,  these  are  the  Wing  Wards  on  either  side. 
We  trust  that  your  Committee  will  soon  find  it  in  their  j)owcr 
to  make  these  Wards  more  comfortable. 

The  year  has  again  gone  by  without  a  case  of  suicide. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1870,  your  Medical  Superinten¬ 
dent  instituted  weekly  amusements  in  the  j)lace  of  those  of  less 
frequent  occurrence,  and  each  week  was  looked  forward  to 
eagerly  by  the  Patients  for  its  dance,  its  reading,  or  its  concert ; 
these  are  still  continued,  and  have  been  a]3preciated  to  the 
fullest  extent. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  their  usual 
annual  investigation  into  the  state  of  the  Patients  and  Hospital 
in  November  last,  and  were  pleased  to  intimate  their  approbation 
of  its  condition. 

We  would  suggest  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  make 
the  fact  more  generally  known  that  this  Hospital  is  open  to 
Students  desirous  of  making  themselves  acquainted  with  the 
nature  and  treatment  of  Insanity.
